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Lawyers unite against jury redistricting in Palm Beach Co 


By ERIC KOPP 
BELLE GLADE-'"We hope to galvanize sup- 
port and do something for the citizens of the 
Glades, and preserve their jury district," said 
Tom Ball of the Public Defenders office to a 
group of fellow attorney's, law enforcement and 
city officials. 

The group was gathered together Wednesday 
to discuss the possibility of the Glades jury 
district being moved to the coast, and what they 
tan do to prevent such a move. 

Ball called for the group to make a coordinated 
effort and do something cohesive, and that 
would be effective. 

No one seems to be sure at the present time 
who proposéd the abolishment of the Glades jury 
district, but it is felt that a committee of five cir- 
cuit judges initiated the move. 


The reasoning behind the move is that’ the 
southern portion of Palm Beach County, namely 
Boca Raton and Del Ray Beach, has put in for 
their own district. ! 

They contend if the Glades has the right to 
their own district, then so does the southern por- 
tion of the county. xi 

Also, Attorney Nelson Bailey is challenging 
the constitutionality of the Glades jury district. 
in the Florida Supreme Court. 

In a 10 page brief, Bailey is challenging on the 
State Constitution which states a jury must be 
selected from a pool made up of the entire coun- 
ty. 
“It behooves us all, who practice law in the 
Glades, to file an Amicus, or friendly, brief on 
Bailey's challenge, in the Supreme Court," said 
Attorney Mamie Washington. 


State's Attorney Dan Bloodworth said, 
“statistics are the name of the game." 3

the citizens,” said Belle Glade Police Chief 
Mike Miller. 

‘Turner added in an ideal situation as many 

as 50 people’ were needed to help in the 


“If a trailer ever stood through a class five 
_-hurricane; it would be put in a museum 
'sómewhere, because it would be unique,” said 
B.T. Kennedy, Jr., Division of Emergency 
Management Director. 

Turner told the group in case of a hurricane, 
Belle Glade would send two trucks to Riviera 
Bese bo pick up foot Eie 
shelters.

‘Turner said the greatest-need for volunteers 
is in the medical field. He said they have no 
nurses, RN’s or LPN’s in any of the shelters at 
this time.

Currently only three Glades area citizens 
have volunteered to help in the shelters.

Year-round bananas 


Banana prices fluc- 

tuate.from week to 
week and from store to 
store, Yet, prices are 
normally competitive 
with fruit grown in this 
country. Considering 
their long journey from 
producer to retailer, 
plus time spent -in 
grocery warehouse 
ripening rooms, low 
banana prices are 
reason for wonder. 


Bananas are one of 
the few fruits that 
develop best flavor 
when ripened after 
harvest. They are 
displayed in grocery 
stores at varying 
stages of ripeness — 
making it possible to 
choose the best degree 
of ripeness for intended 


use. For cooking or for 
use within a day or 
two, buy light yellow, 
plump bananas with 


green tips. These will” 


continue to ripen at 
room temperature. 
Very green, thin 
bananas are less likely 
to develop good flavor, 
even when given ripen- 
ing time after pur- 
chase. For bananas to 
use as soon as you buy 
them, pick the color 
you like best. For most 
people, this is a yellow 
background color fleck- 
ed with borwn. Inside 
an unbroken skin of 
this description, the. 
flesh is mellow and full- 
flavored. 

Should you put 
bananas in the 
refrigerator? -Mostly 


no, sometimes yes. 
Comfortable room 
temperature is best for 
home storage of unripe 
bananas. At this 
temperature, the 
starch in the banana 
changes into sugar as 
the fruit ripens. At 


home refrigerator tem- ` 


peratures, bananas 
turn dark but do not 
ripen. Ripened bananas 
may be placed in the 
refrigerator to delay 
further ripening. By so 
doing, you may be alle 
to keep a ripe banana 
usable for two or three 
days, during which 
time it would possibly 
become overripe in a 
day's time at room 
temperature. Banana 
skins darken in the 
refrigerator before the 


flesh does, making 
darkskins of the 
igerated fruit an 


unreliable indicator of ` 


interior color. 


The mellow: rich 
flavor of bananas 
makes them taste more 
calorierich than they 
are. One medium 
banana supplies 85 to 
95. calories plus some 
iron and vitamin A. 
Their high pectin con- 
tent and easy digesti- 
bility make them idea 
dessert choices for in- 
fants, senior citizens, 
and convalescents. The 
high potassium con- 
tent of bananas makes 
them a frequent recom- 
mendation by physi- 
cians to patierits who 
are taking diuretics. 


Cheese you can freeze 


Recent tests on freez- 
ing cheese should be 
news for those 

who would like the con- 
venience of a stock of 
their favorites on hand. 
Ten different varieties 
of cheése proved suc- 
cessful for home freez- 
ing in tests conducted 
by the Minnesota Ex- 
periment Station. But 
the success depends on 
Fapid freezing as well 
as the composition of 
the cheese. The 
temperature in the 
freezer should be zero 
degrees F or lower, and 


the pieces or packages 
of cheese should weigh 
no more than one 
pound. 

The varieties of 
cheese that. were suc- 
cessfully frozen and 
kept in freezer storage 
4omsix months in the 
Minnesota tests were: 
cheddar, brick, Port du 
Salut, Swiss, pro- 
volone, mozzarella; 
liederkranz, camem- 
bert, parmesan and 
romano. 

The three brands of 
blue cheese tested all 
became crumbly and 


mealy after freezing. 
But if blue cheese is to 
be used for salad or 
dressings, this would 
not be a disadvantage 
and might make the 
cheese handier to use. 


Since the cream 
cheese in the tests 


it in pieces no larger 
than a one pound por- 
tion, or if using packag- 
ed cheese, it should 
weight no more than a 


pound. Small cheeses 
like camembert and 
liederkranz may be left 
in their original 
packages or you can 
use an overwrap for ex- 
tra protection. 


Any cut cheese, such 
ws wedges of cheddar, 
should be closely wrap- 
ped in freezer foil. 


Press the foil tight 
with the hands to keep 
air out. Freeze at zero 
degrees F or lower, and 
thaw in the 


* refrigerator.
